niversity of Alberta students 
[Je fighting proposed tuition 
increases that would see some 
students facing bigger increases 
than others. 

Called differential tuition by uni- 
versity administrators, but referred 
to asa “divide and conquer” strate- 
gy by some students, the scheme 
would increase tuition fees for arts 
and sciences students by 5.7 per 
cent, 8.1 per cent for business and 
other students and 10 per cent for 
medical students. If approved, the 
differential fees could be in place 
for three years. 

If that plan doesn’t go ahead, all 
students could face a 6.8-per-cent 
increase for the next three years. 
While lower increases for the 
majority of students sounds like a 
good idea, both the students’ 
union and the graduate students’ 
association are opposing the idea. 

“This proposal raises more ques- 
tions than it answers,” said stu- 
dents’ union president Michael 
Chalk. “It raises questions of 
accessibility. Med students are 
looking at a $500-a-year increase 
for three years. When I first started 
coming here, a term cost $1,500. 
Now they're talking about that as 
an increase.” 

During a town-hall meeting on 
the proposal Monday, Chalk told 
university administrators that stu- 
dents would prefer to share the 
burden equally and that they are 
convinced the university can oper- 
ate more efficiently than it already 
is. The university spends more on 
administra 
tions and Chalk suggested stu- 
dents would find tuition hikes 
more palatable if the university set 
its own finances in order first. 

“When you're running a $715- 
million a year institution it’s not 
hard to find some things that aren’t 
vital,” Chalk told SEE. 

Laura Bonnett, president of the 
grad students’ association, told 
administrators her association 
fears a differential tuition could 
lead to “ghettoization” of the uni-

versity. And she questioned the 
university’s ability to limit the dif- 
ferential hikes to three years. 

“In my personal experience the 
university often says it will do cer- 
tain things and then it changes its 
mind,” she said. “I’m not con- 
vinced these types of budgetary 
decisions will be upheld in four 
years’ time.” She suggested the 
university draw upon its $500-mil- 
lion endowment fund. 

But Doug Owram, the universi-

ty’s vice-president, academic, said 
the U of A has been forced into the 
financial position by the provincial 
government. Since the Klein gov- 
ernment came into power in 1993 
and began cutting university fund- 
ing, U of A administrators have 
been busy “selling a populist gov- 
ernment on the notion of universi- 
ty,” Owram told students and staff 
assembled at the meeting. 

Both public and private funding 
has been coming with more strings 
attached in recent years, as ear- 
marked funds and donations are 
steered out of the university’s 
$341-million operating fund and 
into specific programs and budget 
areas, Owram said. 

And the province’s user-pay phi- 
losophy on university funding dic- 
tates that taxpayers should cover 
less of the costs and students 
should cover more. Provincial poli- 
cy allows tuitions to cover up to 30 
per cent of the university's operat- 
ing budget (they currently cover 26 
per cent) and directs universities 
to charge tuition fees that reflect 
program costs and earning poten- 
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tial of graduates 

That is the point students find 
unfair. While business students 
would face an 8.1l-per-cent 
increase, medical students would 
take a 10-per-cent hit. Guy Patter 
son, a second-year medical stu- 
dent, thinks the university may be 
making dangerous assumptions 
about earning potential among dif- 
ferent grads. 

“There is nothing saying a busi 
ness student couldn’t easily sur- 
pass what I'll make,” he said. 

In any event, the proposal to 
charge different students different 
fees stands. And politically-active 
students fear the plan will drive a 
wedge through student unity. 

“It is a divide-and-conquer strat- 
egy,” said Tannis Bujaczek, a co- 
ordinator with the campus New 
Democrats. “By segregating two of 
the largest faculties, arts and sci- 
ences, this might get people to just 
shrug and say ‘oh well, it could be 
worse.’ But the extra $40 or $50 it 
would cost each student (with the 
increase applied equally) is worth 
not weakening us.” 

Her group received a $70 dona- 
tion from the students’ union to 
provide phone calls for students to 
call Premier Klein and Minister of 
Learning Lyle Oberg to complain 
about the hikes Wednesday. 

But one way or another, the uni- 
versity has no choice but to raise 
tuition fees, said Owram. Without 
the hikes, the university faces 
three consecutive budget short- 
falls of $819,000, $4.3 million and 
$7.3 million. The university is still 
reeling from cutbacks in provincial 
spending, he said. 

“Last year we put an extra $1 
million into the library and they 
still had to cut back. And we have 
computer labs in this university 
that are five-years-old. What is 
really crucial is that we preserve 
quality,” he said. “We cannot allow 
ourselves to drift down the same 
road that some institutions have 
gone down.” 

The university will make its final 
decision on the fees in May.

Well, 
after 15 years of trying to get a cat 
bylaw on the books and with 
Edmontonians’ recent expression 
of disgust at the discovery of no 
less than two cat houses right in 
the midst of our fair city, city 
council seems to think that it must 
take action if it wants to look 
effective.

Mayor Smith’s comments on the 
issue are pretty representative of 
those of the other council mem- 
bers supporting this bylaw.

This 
bylaw is a licensing bylaw and a 
tax upon good pet owners. 
Moreover, this bylaw is also com- 
pletely unenforceable upon bad 
cat owners — those who will 
invariably be breaking it. 

It should be noted that the 
Edmonton SPCA has backed this 
new bylaw 100 per cent, but this is 
understandable. Our SPCA is a 
chronically underfunded institu- 
tion that is forced to euthanize 
thousands upon thousands of

am Prekop is a little over- 
Qrerkea at the moment. He’s 

just released a solo album and 
is currently working on his band 
the Sea and Cake’s newest album. 
And now he’s fatigued from a. late 
night writing session with his old 
pal Archer Prewitt. 

“I feel extremely busy right now. 
Archer was in the studio yesterday 
recording and then he had to come 
over to my place to finish a song 
we had written for the Pompidou 
Centre in Paris, so he was here till 
four in the morning. And now I 
have to get ready to go to Canada.” 

Spoken in the flat, tired voice 
that he has, you would almost 
think that writing songs for the 
Pompidou Centre in Paris would 
be an imposition. And Jesus, now 
he’s gotta go to Canada? But 
Prekop’s reticent manner 
seems suited 
to the low-key 
musicality of 
his and 
Prewitt’s pro- 
jects, apart and 
together in the 
Sea and Cake. 


On the line 
from his home 
in Chicago, 


Prekop seems a 
little bemused. 

“Archer was 
flown down to 
Calgary for a 
show a while ago 
and I guess he 
had a good time. He asked me to 
come down for these shows and I 
said sure. I’m just kind of going 
along with it...” 

Prewitt is a little more forthcom- 
ing: “These two CJSW DJs have a 
booking agency called the 
Oregons. They phoned up and 
asked me to come down for a 
show and they would take care of 
everything. Calgary was great, the 
audience was attentive and 
respectful. I guess I just didn’t 
know what to expect at the time. 
This time the booking agents told 
me to bring Sam if he wanted to.” 

Prewitt and Prekop’s band, the 
Sea and Cake, are noted for their 
sonic ornamentation, sort of a 
frothy art-pop that throws together 
subtle Third World rhythms, com- 
puter-generated beats, careful 
arrangements and just about any- 
thing else that holds their interest. 
Prekop’s solo album, produced by 
underground maestro Jim 
O’Rourke, flirts with different 
grooves, thanks to members of the 
Chicago Underground Duo, an 
experimental jazz oufit who pro- 
vide a lot of the rhythm section 
work. Prewitt’s album is filled with 
piano, cello and violin. Both solo 
albums are carefully played, lan- 
guid and colorful. They get under 
your skin even as you vainly look 
for requisite hook-laden choruses. 
The two are just getting a handle 
on playing the. songs shorn of stu- 
dio accompaniment. 

Both Prekop and Prewitt will be 
gracing the stage of the Likwid 
Lounge on Saturday, Feb. 5, 
Prewitt with guitar for his own set 
and then backing up Prekop on his 
music.

I think they hold up real 
well without the band behind 
them.

Prewitt and Prekop are also 
more than just the dynamic duo of 
post rock icons, they’fe ah-tists. 
Prekop is a painter with several 
gallery shows to his credit, and

Considering they come from 
Chicago, a city noted for deep 
blues and jazz roots, it seems inter- 
esting that Prekop and colleagues 
betray little to no-blues leanings. 

But Prekop explains, “There’s a 

tradition here of free improvisa; 
tion, especially with the south side 
jazz affiliation of the AACM, where 
the Art Ensemble of Chicago came 
out of, so there really is a history 
of exploration in music. Of course 
Sun Ra (noted exploratory jazz 
artist) lived out here for a long 
time. But you know,” he deadpans,

It was in response to 
incessant fan demand for the 
album that Hip City Records 
released Still Restless last year. 

Painstakingly remastered and 
reconstructed from demos the 
band made before signing with 
FRE in "92, Still Restless is a testa- 
ment to the Skydiggers’ devotion 
to a fan following that is one of the 
most steadfast in the industry. 
Maize deflects part of the reputa- 
tion for a spectacular and ener- 
getic live showon to these same 
fans and audiences.

Austin-based music show turns 25 with dream-colored memories to spare

he theme song of Austin City 
| ane contains the lines, “I 

wanna go home to the 
Armadillo” and the reference con- 
cerns an Austin Texas music hall, 
The Armadillo World Head- 
quarters, that was bulldozed a long 
time ago. 

Back in the early 1970s, when 
the cosmic cowboy and outlaw 
country movements were in full 
bloom, that music venue played 
home to everyone from Willie 
Nelson to Commander Cody and 
his Lost Planet Airmen, to Michael 
Martin Murphy, Doug Sahm and 
Asleep at the Wheel. 

As much as it’s impossible to go 
back to the Armadillo, the folks at 
PBS affiliate KLRU have been 
bringing us the spirit of the place 
from their studio in Austin for 25 
years now. Sunday, Feb. 6 at 11 
p-m. marks the kickoff to that sea- 
son, brought to Edmonton via 
KSPS out of Spokane. 

Once again Austin City Limits 
producer Terry Lickona and his 
crew have captured performances 
from some of the best blues, coun- 
try, western swing, bluegrass, folk 
and zydeco musicians on the conti- 
nent, 

Since the pilot was shot in ’75, 
one production value has stood 
front and centre on ACL. The pro- 
duction staff have let the music 
speak for itself in over 300 
episodes that have featured more 
than 500 artists. 

“Bill Arhous, the program direc- 
tor in '74, conceived the idea for 
the show which was originally a 
showcase for country music. I 
came along the next season and 
that was when we decided to 


expand the “Limits” part of the 
show. It became a venue for origi- 
nal roots music — unique voices, 
writers or instrumentalists. We 
also started to mix in more 
obscure artists and that format has 
remained relatively unchanged 
since the third season,” says 
Lickona from his office at KLRU. 

What other music program has 
given such a diverse group of 
musicians — Leo Kottke, Shawn 
Colvin, Tom Waits, Merle Haggard, 
Clifton Chenier, Gene Watson, Iris 
DeMent, B.B. King, New Grass 
Revival, k.d. lang, and The Dirty 
Dozen Brass Band among them, as 
well as upstarts like son Volt and 
Robbie Fulks — and such a warm, 
intimate venue from which to 
reach a huge audience across the 
continent? 

“We have kept the archives 
intact and it represents an impor- 
tant cross-section of American 
music. I think validation came dur- 
ing the second season when Ray 
Charles appeared. That turned us 
into something bigger,” says 
Lickona. “When Roy Orbison 
emerged from obscurity, he got up 
and hit those high notes, we all got 
goosebumps. The last Stevie Ray 
Vaughan show was so emotional, 
he showed up all cleaned up and 
then proceeded to play brilliantly.” 

This year ACL kicks off with a 
full hour of Garth Brooks, a man 
who hardly needs more exposure 
and who arguably doesn’t artisti- 
eally have much in common with 
other guests. 

“Well, we have to strike the right 
balance and need some name 
stars. There are PBS affiliates that 
could care less about a Dave Alvin 
or Nanci Griffith but if they see

Garth is in there they buy the 
whole package,” / concedes 
Lickona, whose wish list includes 
Bob Dylan and Dolly Parton. 

"Neil Young hasn’t done the 
show since he released the Old 
Ways album and it would be great 
to get him back. There are a few 
other Canadians we'd like to fea- 
ture sometime as well. You could 
include Blue Rodeo and ned pet 
in that list.”

ne look at a set list for the 
0 (SIC) Trio shows this band isn’t 
stuck in the past. Alongside 
tunes by band members and requi- 
site Monk tunes jazz players cut 
their teeth on, they are looking to 
the new realm of composers. A set 
might include William Parker's 
Three Clay Pots, a couple of com- 
positions from John Zorn’s Masada 
series, and Bjork’s Hyper Ballad. 

Not traditional fare. Yet, while 
Parker and Zorn’s music is on the 
cutting edge of modern music, gui- 
tarist Lane Arndt points out that 
the trio retains its jazz sensibilities. 

“It’s probably more melodic 
than people would think when 
they hear the term free jazz,” he 
says. “We still have a standard jazz 
trio esthetic, but the rules are 
much more open. We reach for 
places that people who play 
straight ahead jazz rarely get to.” 

But don’t mistake the term 
“standard jazz trio esthetic” for the 
mainstream. The trio explores the 
outer edges of modern jazz, paying 
homage to the experimentation of 
Arndt’s hero, Eric Dolphy, or the 
work of guitarist Joe Morris. 

This grounding in jazz is a result 
of Arndt’s academic background, 
including a bachelor’s degree in 
jazz performance and a master’s in 
music theory from the University 
of Western Ontario. It was on a 
short trip back home from Ontario 
in 1998 that Arndt first met his trio 
companions, bassist Thom Golub 
and drummer Kevin Parkinson, at 
a jam séssion. Arndt remembers 
being inspired by the pair, and

upon return to Edmonton to live 
last year, he looked them up, and 
(SIC) Trio was born. 

Golub sees the trio as a place to 
break new ground. He plays bass 
with a variety of local bands and 
still considers himself new to jazz 

“Tm still learning. I started play- 
ing upright bass for this kind 
music and developed a vocabulary 
without having a technique first. 
It’s given me an opportunity to try 
different things that I can carry 
into my other bands.” 

Arndt concurs that playing in 
the (SIC) Trio affords him the 
opportunity to let loose and exper- 
iment. “When you haven’t had the 
chance to play with this degree for 
months, you're ready for the doors 
to open to break free.” 

The group has played in public 
only a handful of times. But that 
hasn't hurt the group interaction. 

“It keeps it fresh. The last few 
times we played together, we felt 
great about it. With no prepara- 
tion, the art has to carry it. And if a 
free jazz trio can gig once every 
two months in this market, that’s 
enough to keep us going.”

together, while brief, are the first of 
many powerhouse two-handers in 
the film.

The play’s ambiguous closure left 
me slightly unfulfilled. But the ride 
there is still worth your time — not 
a Kentucky Derby gallop perhaps, 
but a steady and determined trot, 
like a racehorse with its energy held 
elegantly in check.

f the seams are sewn wrong, no

Here is a story that docu- 
ments how little it takes to unravel 
a routine marriage that is in denial 
of its own boredom.

Miou-Miou and Charles Berling 
play Nicole and Jean-Marie 
Kunstler, a couple who run a dry 
cleaning business in a small town. 
They are loving and faithful, but the 
shop takes up much of their time 
and energy — they haven't been on 
holiday for eight years. On a whim, 
they go to a drag cabaret where 
they see Loic (Stanislas Merhar) 
and Marilyn (Mathilde Seigner), a 
brother and sister act. The next day, 
Loic arrives at their shop;. Nicole is 
drawn to this sexually powerful yet 
ambiguous man. 

One thing leads to another and 
Loic is living with the couple and 
learning the art of ironing and stain 
removal. Abandoned by his family, 
Loic is simultaneously rebellious 
and yearning for order within this 
most regular of households. Of 
course he is also having trysts with 
Nicole in the basement. 

The problem is not the complicat- 
ed love triangle. Both Nicole and 
Jean-Marie are drawn to Loic’s 
exoticism and need for parental fig- 
ures, which is conflated with a sex-

ual attraction between them all. 
Especially interesting is Jean- 
Marie’s pride in his “son's” talents 
as a cleaner — which may, in fact, 
be desire for Loic (in one of the 
most erotic ironing scenes ever!). 

Thankfully, Loic is not made up 
as the Great Sexually Liberated 
Savior. In the end it is he who 
rejects the label, and the offen¢e he 
takes in the implication that he was 
a gigolo is rather a shock to the 
Kunstlers.

Dry Cleaning asks the question:

There are times when this film 
seems to be too outrageous to be 
real. Is this a depressing movie?

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Joe the King a well-made bummer

re you sure you want to spend 

Ae minutes watching the story 

A® Joe Henry (Noah Fleiss), a 
14-year-old whose stroll through 
the minefield of early adolescence 
in the mid-1970s is intensified by 
the presence of a useless bastard 
of an alcoholic father (Val Kilmer) 
and a stressed-out, abused mom 
(Karen Young), who doesn’t have 
time or patience for Joe or his 
brother Mike (Max Zigosh)? 

Joe eats off the plates in the sink 
of the local greasy spoon where 
he’s an under-the-table dish pig, a 
job he works to feed his brother 
and keep the alcoholic bastard’s 
many creditors_at bay. Isolated, 
confused, denied human warmth 
at every turn, he’s finally tempted 
by petty theft to survive and finds 
a world of venal, insensitive 
grown-ups willing to indulge his 
lapses of judgment until the pen- 
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dulum swings back and knocks the 
crap out of him. 

Beautifully directed by actor 
Frank Whaley (Kevin Spacey’s 
whipping boy in Swimming with 
Sharks), Joe the King thrives on 
good performances all around, 
with young Noah Fleiss easily 
holding the camera’s gaze for the 
whole movie. Kilmer, departing 
from his predilection for schlock, 
is convincingly pathetic and 
volatile in a much smaller role 
Ethan Hawke even shows up as 
the well-intentioned but impotent 
guidance counsellor who unwit- 
tingly hangs Joe out to dry 

Whaley keeps everyone tight in 
the frame, smothering them with 
patches of darkness, squeezing 
them into corners, pressing them 
against the omnipresent dingy 
wood panelling. And when he does 
zoom out, it’s on bleak, dilapidated 
landscapes against which Joe 
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just a bummer

Parkallen Restaurant blends exotic and familiar

ometimes ya want it all. You know what I 
mean. You want to eat out and you want it 
to be just fancy enough but not stuffy, ex 
ic enough but comfortable, challenging and flz 
vorful but not overwhelming, and reasonably 
filling without devolving into big heaps of food. 


Our solution was to visit the Parkallen 


Restaurant (7018-109 St.), which fulfilled all 
the above criteria while having the added 
bonus of being just a few blocks away from our 
house. 

he Parkallen is a comfortable enough eatery 
—a smallish, intimate room boasting a low-key 
décor, with blood-red fabric hangs and lots of 
mirrors — featuring Lebanese cooking, which I 
see as a natural fusion cuisine nestled between 
the European and Asian traditions. It’s also a 
cuisine heavy in oils and laced with garlic 
(which I love to bits) but not wildly spicy, a sell- 
ing point for this reviewer the night we went. 


It’s All 





We decided to be pretty orthodox with our 
choices; splitting a Baba Ganouge and going 
for a couple of Combos (Ray ordered the 
Shiesh Tawouk and I went for the Falafel). 

The food came up quickly (great considering 
that the place was kinda busy for so late on a 
weekday night), so we were eating the Baba 
Ganouge — an eggplant dip — before we had 
time to get too growlly. The dip, by the way, is 
not for the oilaphobics or dieters among us. 
The dish comes dripping with olive oil and is a 
heavy, sloppy indulgence but as tasty as you 
can desire. 

Same deal with the entrées. The key here is 
rich food with a definite accent on flavor. Both 
our Combos were well-presénted massive 
offerings but not just mounds ‘of food for the 
sake of mounds of food. Side dishes included 
Lebanese Style Rice (topped with toasted 
almond slivers, yum!), a big swirled mound of 
humus, a selection of pickled vegetables (the 


spicy item on the dish) and a unique pars- | 
ley-laded Tabouli salad. A good deal too — e| 
Combos hover between $15 and,$18. \ /) 
The restaurant's take on both the Falafels | 
and skewers of chicken were tasty and unique 
enough but certainly recognizable and way 
comfortable, 
As I said earlier the portions were generous 
and neither Ray nor I could finish our food 
g that hardly ever happens), which 
kinda burned me, given how tasty the desserts 
looked at the other tables. Oh well .. . next 
time I think we'll just split a pizza and leave 
room for sweets. ~ 
I wrapped up the meal with a Lebanese cof. 
fee, a strong, espresso-sized cup of boiled, 
slightly sweetened Brazilian coffee. Very 
strong coffee with a kick to it — definitely a 
cup of coffee you have to develop a taste for, 
but a bracing way to end a meal and fortify 
yourself to hit the street.

guy who works in the entertain- 
ment business in L.A. recently 
told me about the newest buzz 
term in the land of boob-tube mar- 
keting: psychographics. No, it’s not 
niche marketing to crazy people 
Psychographics, as opposed to 
demographics, refer not to the age

Still, most of the people I talked to 
for all their agelessness, did set a
